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MOIITIILY  FOOD  SUPPLY  REPORT  —  IIOVEMBER  l^l\k 


The  following  report  reflects  food  supply  conditions  in  19^1  areas  throughout 
the  country  as  shown  in  reports  gathered  by  OD  field  representatives  during 
the  first  ten  days  of  IJovember.    These  reports  were  based  on  meetings  of 
advisory  corardttees  and  on  direct  contacts  v/ith  the  trade.    The  reports  were 
distributed  among  the  five  regions  as  follows :  Northeast  26,  Midwest  66, 
South  UJ f  South.vest  23  and  1"est  J)0, 

Following  the  form  inaugurated  in  July  this  analysis  as  divided  into  three 
parts,     Pkrt  I  gives  a  narrative  su^imary  of  the  month's  developments.  Part 
II  gives  percentage  figures  for  each  region,  dividing  the  commodities  into 
three  groups:  generally  adequate,  generally  scarce  and  unbalanced.     Part  III 
shows,  in  tabular  form,  the  food  situation  in  JiO  different  localities  se- 
lected because  of  their  size  or  importance  in  war  production-     The  only 
change  made  this  if.onth  is  that  in  order  to  give  the  complete  story  all  meat 
cuts  reported  are  listed  in  Part  II,     In  the  interests  of  conserving  space, 
selected  cuts  only  are  listed  in  Part  III, 

Regional  percentages  as  given  in  Part  II  are  presented  because  it  is  felt 
they_may  be  of  use  in  appraising  the  food  situation  throughout  the  country. 
Hov/ever,  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  they  are  based  on  a  small  number  of 
reports  per  region  and  may  therefore  exaggerate  shortage  situations  or 
differences  bet./eon  regions. 

The  reports  submitted  cover  local  suirply  conditions  for  100  different  food 
items.    The  four  categories  of  adequacy  of  supplies  used  are  defined  as 
f  ollovrs  : 

Vio  Stocl:s  :    Stoclzs  exhausted;  unable  to  procure  replacement  of  supplies 
through  normal  trade  channels. 

Scarce ;    Unable  to  obtain  replacemeiits  sufficient  to  maintain  current 
rate  of  sales. 

Adequate:    Replacement  supplies  are  available  at  both  wholesale  and 
retail  levels  to  satisfy  present  and  prospective  consumer  demand. 
Commodity  is  moving  neither  too  fast  nor  too  slow  at  present  point 
values . 

Surplus  ;    Able  to  obtain  in  quantities  greater  than  demand,  vri.th  result 
that  rate  of  turn-^over  is  unsatisfactorily  slo7/  and  excessive  inventories 
are  accumulating. 


PART  I  -  ADEQUACY  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 


FRUITS  AI^  VEGETABLES 

Canned  Fruits  and  Juices;    Many  canned  fruits  and  juices  v;ere  reported  in 
slightly  better  supply  in  some  parts  of  the  country  in  November  than  a  month 
before,  although  supplies  v/ere  still  very  scarce^  being  largely  out  of  stock 
in  all  regions  outside  of  the  'Jest.     The  improve.v.er.t  v;as  made  possible  by  the 
appearance  of  limited  supplies  in  some  areas  v;hich  had  had  no  stocks  at  all 
for  several  months.     This  improvement  was  most  marked  in  the  cases  of  apri- 
cots and  fruit  cocktail,  both  of  which  were  less  often  reported  out  of  stock 
tiian  in  October  in  all  regions  eycept  the  "iciest.    Aside  from  apricots,  most 
major  fruits  continued  generally  scarce.     Grape  juice  and  pineapple  juice 
supplies  were  still  scarce  everywhere.     There  was  no  over-all  change  in  the 
situation  for  grapefruit  juice ,  vjhich  was  in  adequate  supply. 

Canned  Vegetables  and  Juices;     Changes  in  the  adequacy  of  supplies  of  the 
various  canned  vegetables  and  juices  since  early  October  varied  consider- 
ably by  regions  as  vjell  as  by  commodities.     Supplies  of  corn  were  reported 
substantially  larger  in  the  Southwest,  sligiitly  larger  in  the  South,  and 
slightly'-  sm.aller  in  the  VJest  and  Northeast.     In  the  case  of  peas ,  all  regions 
but  the  Northeast  reported  a  slight  im.provement  in  the  supply  situation.  Ex- 
cess stocks  of  snap  beans  were  reported  in  one-fifth  of  Southern  areas,  while 
in  most  other  parts  of  the  country  supplies  conti;iued  generally  adeouatee  ' 
Supplies  of  tomatoes  had  improved  considerably  in  the  Southwest  but  v/ere  still 
scarce  in  the  ViJest«     Tor. .a to  catsup  v;as  reported  in  better  supply  in  all  re- 
gions, with  very  fev^r  areas  novj  out  of  stocks,  vjhile  tomato  juice  continued 
at  about  the  October  level.    Asparagus  supplies  were  still  most  scarce  in  the 
South  and  had  dropped  off  in  the  Northeast  and  VJest.    Roth  canned  baked  beans 
and  green  lima  beans  were  in  slightly^  shorter  supply  in  most  regions,  with 
the  latter  still  generally  scarce  or  out  of  stock.     Beets  and  spinach  were 
in  generally  adequate  supply,  vdth  scattered  reports  of  surplus  of  beets. 

Spreads;     All  spreads  were  reported  in  adequate  suj.ply  everj^vhcre.  Citrus 
marmalade  continued  in  considerable  surplus. 

Dried  Foods;     The  supply  situation  with  respect  to  prunes  was  some\;hat  mixed, 
■■xarked  shortages  continued  everywhere;  as  cor.ipared  with  October,  repoi'ts 
showed  increased  supplies  in  the  South  and  Southwest  and  decreased  supplies 
in  other  sections.     Raisins  and  currants  were  in  ijr.proved  supply  almost  e'very- 
wh.ere.     Dry  beans  were  reported  more  difficult  to  obtain  in  the  Northeast, 
where  seven  out  of  28  areas  showed  a  sliortage  and  one  was  out  of  stock.  In 
other  regions,  hov/ever,  supplies  were  adequate. 

Related  Products;     The  supply  of  soups  had  become  very  much  more  scarce  in 
all  regions  since  October,  particularly  in  the  Southwest,  where  the  propor- 
tion of  areas  having  adequate  supplies  dropped  from  83  to  1?  percent,  and 
in  the  liest,  where  the  drop  v;as  from  83  to  A-5  perce.ntr     Baby  fruits  continued 
in  inadequate  supply  in  all  regions,  wJiile  baby  vegetables  were  adeouate. 

Fresh  Foods;     There  was  little  change  in  the  supply  situation  for  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables.     Citru s  fruit  was  slightly  improved  iji  all  regions  except 
the  ',est;  others  were  completely  satisfactory  with  onions  still  in  consider- 
able surplus. 


iEATS,  FAT3  AID  OILS,  FISH  Am  DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

Reports  received  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  Novo/nber  indicated  little 
change  in  the  availability  of  meat  supplies  as  coiapared  vdth  aarly  October. 
Beef,  veal,  ready-to-eat  and  canned  meats  were  in  generally  shorter  supply, 
while  other  meats  were  at  about  the  sane  level  in  relation  to  demand  as  in 
October.    The  relative  position  of  the  various  sections  of  tiie  country  with 
respect  to  their  ability  to  obtain  adequate  neat  supplies  continued  unchanged: 
The  Nortiienst  had  the  snallest  supplies,  while  the  '.^est  had  rather  adequate 
supplies  of  all  moats  except  pork.    However,  the  Mest  reported  a  larger  num- 
ber of  scarcities  of  beef  than  in  any  month  since  July. 

Beef;    On  an  over-all  basis,  supplies  of  beef  in  the  United  States  in  early 
November  were  smaller  in  relation  to  dejaand  ttian  a  month  ago.    All  clioice 
cuts  were  very  scarce  in  the  Northeast  and  South  and  somewhat  scarce  in 
other  regions.    Supplies  of  .beef  stealcs  and  roasts  were  reported  consider- 
ably less  adequate  in  the  South  than  in  early  October,  while  in  other  regions 
tfiere  was  less  cliange.    Other  beef  cuts,  including  stews  and  hamburger,  had 
become  more  difficult  to  obtain  in  all  regions,  but  on  the  whole  these  cuts 
remained  adequate  in  one-half  to  two-thirds  of  the  nation's  areas. 

Veal;    The  proportion  of  areas  reporting  scarcities  of  all  veal  cuts  rose 
somewhat  in  all  regions  except  the  Northeast.    All  cuts  vere  still  in  ade- 
ouate  supply,  hov;ever,  in  50  to  75  percent  of  areas  in  all  regions  in  early 
November. 

Lamb;    There  v.-as  still  a  marked  scarcity  of  all  lajab  in  the  Northeast  and 
South  in  November.    The  greatest  ciiange  in  the  supply  situation  since  October 
was  registered  in  the  Northeast,  where  there  were  fewer  reports  of  adequate 
supplies.    The  South  also  found  it  more  difficult  to  obtain  lamb.    On  the 
other  hand,  the  South^vest  had  much  more,  plentiful  supplies  than  the  previous 
month.    There  was  little  change  in  the  i.tldwest  or  west,  where  supplies  v/ere 
fairly  adequate. 

Mutton;    There  was  al.  .est  no  change  in  the  supply  picture  for  mutton  in  any 
region,  except  for  an  increase  in  supplies  available  in  the  Southwest.  Sup- 
plies were  reported  sciirce  in  around  35  percent  of  areas  in  the  Northeast 
and  South  but  generally  adequate  elsewhere. 

Pork;  There  were  fewer  reports  of  no  stocks  of  pork  in  all  regions  except 
the  Southv;cst,  but  all  types  of  pork  ^jere  in  inadeouate  supply  in  at  least 
82  percent  of  reporting  areas  in  all  regions, 

Miscellaneous  i.ieats;    Ready-to-oat  (boiled  or  baked)  hai.is  continued  extreme- 
ly scarce  in  all  regions,  with  reports  indicating  that  the  shortage  was  gen- 
erally more  naj-ked  than  in  October.    In  the  case  of  other  ready-to-oat  m-.ats, 
supplies  of  which  were  at  about  the  saiae  level  as  a  month  previous,  the  scar- 
city was  less  marirod  and  was  being  felt  in  60  to  70  percent  of  reporting 
areas.    Pork  sausages  \vere  in  shorter  supply  in  the  Liidwest  and  ./cst  but 
othor  sausages  were  generally  adequate.    Canned  meats  were  more  difficult 
to  obtain  than  in  previous  months,  being  reported  scarce  in  53  to  80  per- 
cent of  all  areas. 

Canned  Fish;    The  proportion  of  reports  in  the  "no  stocks"  column  decreased 
somewhat  for  most  types  of  canned  fish  in  most  parts  of  the  country.  There 
were  still  very  few  reports  of  adequate  supplies,  however,  and  the  shortage 
of  all  types  remained  intense.    Sal/aon  remained  by  far  the  most  difficult 
kind  to  obtain,  while  tuna  was  in  most  adequate  supply. 
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Fats  and  Oils;     There  was  aliaost  no  chaxnge  in  the  supply  situation  for  butter 
in  any  region  as  cor.ipared  V'/ith  four  or  five  v;eoks  previously.    All  regions 
reported  supplies  generally  scarce,  and  19  reporting  areas  in  the  country 
had  no  stocks  at  all.    Supplies  of  inargarine  continued  entirely  adequate  every- 
v^here  except  for  a  slight  scarcity  in  the  Northeast  and  Iddwest.  Scarcities 
of  la  I'd  were  everywhere  reported  in  slightly  larger  nun'iber  than  in  recent 
ruonths.     In  the  South,  aLnost  half  of  all  areas  reported  supplies  scarce,  as 
coi.ipared  with  a  third  in  October.     Stocks  v;ere  adequate  in  around  70  percent 
of  areas  in  the  South?/est  and  ,Jcst,  a  louver  figure  than  the  83  percent  reg- 
istered a  Lionth  before,.   All  regions  reported  that  supplies  of  shortening 
v;ere  much  more  scarce  than  before.    The  November  reports  shov;ed  supplies  in- 
adequate in  30  to  72  percent  of  all  areas,  with  the  higher  figure  registered 
in  the  i-iidv/est.  A  considerable  shortage  of  salad  oils  has  developed  in  the 
Ijest,  T,;hore  lialf  of  the  areas  now  report  scarce  supplies.     The  South  also 
reported  a  decrease  in  stocks,  r.dth  30  percent  of  areas  falling  in  this  cat- 
egory.    Other  regions  had  fairlj?-  adequate  supplies. 

Chec  ses ;     In  IJovember  all  cheeses  vrcre  reported  in  slightly  shorter  supply 
in  the  Southwest  and  ^'/est,  and  relatively  unchanged  elsewhere. 

Evaporated  Milk;    Supplies  were  reported  more  scarce  in  all  regions  except 
the  Southwest.     By  early  November  the  South  had  su.fficient  stocks  in  only 
one-sixth  of  areas,  other  regions  in  A-G  to  65  percent. 

Soaps ;     Toilet  soaps  were  generally  in  even  more  adequate  supply  than  in 
October.    Otlier  types  continued  generally  sc-rce,  but  washing  povv'ders  ap- 
peared to  be  slightly  less  difficult  to  obtain  in  all  regions  except  in  the 
South  and  V/est.    A  very  marked  L-'aprovei.ient  in  the  supply  of  flakes  and  gran- 
ules was  registered  in  the  Soutliv/est,  while  in  other  regions  stocks  of  this 
type  as  ivell  as  bar  laundry  soap  vjere  not  mc'tterially  changed.     In  the  South- 
vjest  all  soap  products  were  in  much  more  adequate  supply  than  a  month  pre- 
vious. 

OTHER  ITEMS 

The  shortage  of  rice,  corn  meal,  and  corn  grits  in  the  South  and  Southv;est  v/as 
alleviated  to  a  considerable  extent  during  the  past  month.    Fewer  reports  of 
depleted  stocks  of  rice  vrei-e  turned  in  from  the  ivddwest;  in  the  './est  corn 
meal  and  grits  tended  to  be  slighitly  more  scarce.     Reports  from  170  areas 
on  the  sugar  situation  showed  this  comraodity  still  extrejaely  scarce  in  the 
Northeast  but  in  improved  su--ply,  although  still  ratlier  scarce,  in  tiie  llld- 
v;est  and  South.     Supplies  of  cocoa  were  reported  less  adequnte  in  the  South- 
west as  compared  with  October,  but  more  adequate  in  the  '."est  and  ■  JLdwest,  ■ 
Syrups  were  no  longer  considered  in  siiort  supply  in  the  Hdwest  and  '.iest, 
and  stocks  of  this  comraodity  are  novj  rather  adequate  in  all  regions.  Poul- 
try is  now  seasonally  scarce  in  all  regions  while  fresh  eggs  are  becoming 
harder  to  obtain.     There  vras  little  ch-mge  in  the  supply  situation  for  milk.
